THE CHINES! THEATRE. 
Tho Speetater givos the following review of 
a work juat issued on tho ‘Chingke Theatre : 


»' A skotch of tho Chincse ge from the 


——-- absvlute sovereign. 


‘wo havo comie acroas vf playa, playgoers, 
and playgeing in the Flowery Lan 
Though purporting to be a study of com] 
parative manners and morats as reflected i 
<the drama, comparisons are for tho* most 
part avoided, and the book consists mainly 
of a serics of bright and chatty ossays troat- 
cing of things theatrical generally as they 
avo in the far astern Empire. : 
Though passionately fond of theatrical 
representations, the Chineso have, accord, 
ing to Geugral Tcheng-Ki Tong, no regular 
theatres as in Burope, and actors ara re- 
gardod as somothing a degreo or two worse 
than rogues oe vagabonds, Actresses there 
are nono nowadaya, young men performing 
tha female parts, Formerly, under tho 
rule of the Mongol Emperors, women wore 
allowed to appear on the stage, but they 
wore classed with infamous characters, and 
wero logally dcbirred from claiming the 
ordinary privileges assurod to cvery decent 
female in China, The players ave banded 
together in troupes or guilds, rejoicing in 
such high-flown appollations as thu ‘ Bro- 
thorhood of Reason and Courtesy,’ the 
‘Company of Splendid  Visitunts,’ . the 
"Society of Fragrant Flowers,’ or ‘ Mirrors 
of ‘ What is and Should be.’ ‘Tho-bond be- 
tween the membors of thesa guilds is un- 
anustally strong, and the director is an 
Aso rule, the actors 
journey from place tu place, carrying their 
theatrical paraphernalia with them. But 
in some of the larger cities in the North of 
China, thera are companies permanently 
logated. “When tho players arrive at any 
town in which they intend to giva a per- 
pormance, the residents of the district. in 
which they take up their quarters subscribe 
for a series of roprosentations, the man- 
darins and officials always heading tho list 
-of contributioi Tho actors therenpon sot 
to work, and within a few hours a tempar- 
ary theatra of suitable dimensions is .con- 
structed with the aid of a few score, bam- 
boo canes and aomv rolls of coloured cotton 
stuff, The edifice is shaped like a parallelo- | 
gram, with a gallery divided into bores 
running round three sides, and the stage ar 
platform at one ond, Tho gallery is re- 
served for the subscribers and ‘ quality-folk’ 
who can pay, the pit being.opened free to the 
public, Ag soon ag the preliminary arr- 
angements ara completed, the performances 
begin.. Thoy commence at an carly hour in 
tho morning, and terminato late at night, 
four or five plays being represented in the 
couraa of each day, to ag many fresh audi- 
ences,» As fast s3 one sot of spectatora 
goos, another comes; and so the perform- 
anvey are continued day after day, without 
intermission until tho repertory of the 
troupe is exhausted. As- lony as the 
‘Mirrors of What is and Shonld be.’ or the 
‘Secioty of Fragrant Flowors' aro in the 
town, thore is’a genoral holiday ; shops are“| 
closed, business is neglected, conntry folks 
troop in as to a fair, and all, rich aud puor, 
high and low, are, for the timo being, 
absorbed in the sorrows of Han, tho 
adveutures of the literate Taai-Yong, tho 
love intrigues of, Pe-Min-Echong, or 
‘the miachief-making of Tchang-In. The 
theatre, and nothing but the theatre, 
cupias public attention, until the peripatetic 
sensors of public morals puck up and be- 
take thomeelves to the next tuwn on thoir 
circuit, Often a wealthy rosident will trea: 
tho townsmen to a series of performancea 
at his own cost; and not unfrequently the 
Buddhist priests and Taoist teachers invite 
8 atrolling company to some favourite shrine 
or pilgrimage placa, thus adding to the at- 
tractions held out to the devout. In such 
eases, the performances take place in’ the 
open air, surrounded by a square of -bootha 
where gambling, drinking, opium-smukiug, 
and eveu lessdecent practicesnre by nomeana 
reprobated. In this way, it will be seen 
that althongh there are uo regular-theatres 
in China, tho publi¢ havo no lack of thent- 
ricul entertainuient, and ats minimum cf 
coat to the poorer classes. 
Wealthy Chitamon often indulge in the 
extravagance of a high-claga play. for the 
entortainment of thoir friends in “private. 
And for this purpose they haye, most of 
thom, a special saloon fitted for ‘such por- 
formanoes attached to their dwelling- 
houses. Invitations to dinner, suceeed- 
od by a theatrical reprosentation, are 
common; and where tho host enjoys the 
_ reputation’ of a bon-vizant and a literate, 
auch invitations are sought after and appre- 
- ciated A dinner of this kind is always serv- 
‘od in th® saloon whero the porformance 
takes placo, the gueste being paired off 
according forank undstanding. The dishes 
never exceed eight or ten on such occasions ; 
and we may remark en passant that General 
Teheng-Ki- Tong destroys one of tho favunr- 
ite illusions of the outer barbarians when 
_ he tells us that forks and spoons always ap- 
pear upon Chinoss tables, and that. it ig 
paite possibla, therefore, to do jnstice to a 
hinoso. tinner without the'aid of oither 
chop-sticks or ones fingers. As sconaa the 
dishes are removed, and the host haa made 
the,prescribed apology for the ‘poor dinner’ 
he has offered his friends, the actors enter 
attired in the rich though antiquated cost- 
umes worn ynder the: Ming dynasty. The 
thief of the troupe advances and presents to 
the most honoured guest a book on which 
are inscribed in golden letters the names of 
the fifty or sixty plays tho comodians know 
by heart. The list is passed round, selec- 
tion is made, the ladies take scats in tho 
gallery well hidden from view, and the doors 
are then thrown open to the genorgl public, 
who always onjoy tho privilege of free. 
admission, The performance commehces 
* with tho entry of the leading character of 
the piece, who addresscs the audience 
‘announcing his name, business,- and ante- 
eadenta, as ‘well aga his connection with 
the drama in progress. . A similar explaua- 
tion is made by each of the dramatis 
persone as‘ they in saccession-sppear-ntd | 
take part in the play-—Phere is no scenery 
om iW Chincse theatro, absolutely 
“TO. stage, decoration, nothing whatever to 
create or maintain acenic illusion. Where 
it is specially. desired to bring the mind of 
the spectator en rapport with the.acene, the 
personage on tho stage describes the “im- 
aginaty: surroundings. As a’ rule | this 
enficos ; but in cases where the imagination 
+ of ‘the audience is supposed to require a 
little extra jogging, the woaver Bottom's 
device of a man with some mortar to indicate 
6 wall, and another with a lantern fur the 
moon, ig literally followed on the Chinesa 
stage.

auischief-worker, ,tho disturber of domestic 
elicity. ‘The stayo humour of mast of 
these plays is o little ton broad for , Eur 
peaus, and savgars too much of budfvone!

Tho disease commences with n slight de- 
rangement of tho atomach, but, if noglected, 
it in time involves the whole. frame, om- 
bracing the kidneys, liver, pancreas, and in 
fact the entire glandular system; and the 
afflicted drags out a miserable existence 
until death gives relief from suffering.
